She’s in- 
timately familiar with the arrangements at Medinah Temple, 
where the 44th annual show takes place Sept. 23, because she’s 
a stemwinder in Ebony’s Fashion Fair, long a major event 
in the black community’s charity calendar. That show has 
been given at Medinah for several years. 

Another black recruit is Mrs. George Johnson, whose hus- 
band heads a highly successful cosmetic company. Mrs. Ben- 
jamin Duster, wife of a broker, and Mrs, Charles Runner, 
whose husband is a pediatrician, are the other Negroes on the 
roster. 

The committee that passes on models for the show also 
reached into the political arena to invite Mrs. Richard B. 
Ogilvie, the governor's wife. 

Bids to model in Pres-St. Luke’s, traditionally considered a 
singular social distinction, also found their way into a signifi- 
cant number of households in the Barrington-Wayne-St. 
Charles communities. Among those carrying these local colors 
are Mrs. Arthur Andersen III, Mrs. Stanley Gaines, Mrs. 
James S. Twerdahi, Vicky Ware and Mrs. Lowry G. White.

Only fashion conscious women should organize 
fashion shows. 

And that’s why Mrs. Bowen Blair and Mrs. John 
Q. Adams, both of Lake Forest, were good choices 
for coordinator and chairman of the 44th Annual 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Fashion Show. 

They are involved in the current quandry about 
hem lengths, and both have decided one thing for 
sure: they are going down.

Richard H. Needham at Janowitz’s meat counter 
the other day, and she looked very snappy in a 
midi outfit,’’ she said. 

It’s a matter of educating the eye, they decided. 
‘We were having lunch with a group of women in 
Lake Forest the other day, and many were saying 
they would not lower their hems. Another said she 
wished she could record that vow and play it back 
in six months when we are all parading around in 
longer skirts. As you get more accustomed to the 
look, you like it better.”’ 

The fashions in the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s show 
are going to concentrate on the longer length, 
which shows how rapidly the new look has caught 
on. Neither woman could remember a single mid- 
calf fashion in last year’s show. 

But many things are different about this show.

“There were fewer models in those shows, and 
the whole thing was on a smaller scale. Today it is 
more of a theatrical production, with a profession- 
al director and set director,” said Mrs. Blair. 

“The only similarities between the show then 
and now are in the fashions,’”” said Mrs. Adams. 
“We have a program of the 1927 show, and the 
model on the front could walk down the runway 
today.” 

Mrs. Blair and Mrs. Adams are not newcomers 
to the show scene or the woman’s board which 
organizes it. Mrs. Adams modeled in the show for 
several years before she was married in 1942. 
Since then she has served on the woman’s board 
and worked behind the scenes at the show. 


Chosen early 

Mrs. Blair became a member of the woman’s 
board as a bride almost 20 years ago, and served 
as chairman of the show in 1965. They have 
working on this show for more than a year. 
Chairmen are chosen even before the last yean’s 
production is complete. 

“This gives us a chance to go through the final 
stages of the show with the seasoned chairmen 
before we are put on our own for the next show, = 
said Mrs. Adams. 


As chairman, she has had to maelooaith 
committee heads and members periodi¢ally 
throughout the year. She travels into Chicago 
almost daily now to tie up the final loons ends in 
preparation for the production. 

“If I was going to be chairman next year, I’d 
know exactly how to do things,”’ she said, ‘‘but it 
takes once to learn it.’’ She hastily added ‘that she 
was not going to be chairman again next year. 

“You need a rest after a job like this,’’ said Mrs. 
Blair. “Two days after the show when I was 
chairman, I left for Europe.” 

As coordinator, Mrs. Blair was in charge of 
getting the sponsor (the First National Bank of 
Chicago), appointing the chairmen, and heading 
the benefit policy committee. 

The fashion show has not suffered from benefit- 
itis-and a drop in attendance, as many recent 
dinner dance benefits have, according to Mrs. 
Blair. 

‘We have no trouble selling our tickets, and have 
to turn people away the last week. I think it is 
because women are always excited about fashion, 
and want to see what is new every year,” she said.

THE PRESBYTERIAN-ST. Luke’s Fashion 
Show is worth its weight in dress.

Back Stage Meio 
At Fashion Show 


By HARRIET MARCUS 

What goes on behind the 
scenes at one of the nation’s lar- 
gest fashion shows? We spent 
an exciting hour finding out be- 
fore the prestigious _Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s annual event, 
held recently in Medinah tem- 
ple, Chicago. 

The mammoth Medinah 
basement became a combina- 
tion cafeteria-dressing room for 
all the daylight hours before the 
2:30 p.m. show. There was a 
constant hum and swirl of acti- 
vity as committee members, 
models and exhibitors rushed a- 
bout, making the all-important 
last minute preparations for 
their big moment. 

Racks of opulent, glittering 
gowns and dresses in the finest 
fabrics were everywhere, 
awaiting their wearers. The 
models—drawn from Chicago 
society and the hospital’s sup- 
porters—sat at long tables, par- 
taking of prepared-in-advance 
box lunches running heavily to 
skinny” snadwiches, butter 
cookies, mint patties and ice 
cream. Many were already 


heavily made up for their stint 
on the runway, and almost all 
lounged about in cotton dusters, 
quilted and terry cloth robes 
and silk dressing gowns. 

A FEW chose raincoats to 
protect the costumes already 
donned. A very few, icy calm, 
worked on pieces of needlepoint 
as they waited. A number were 
still in pincurls and turbans, a- 
waiting their turns in the spe- 
cial beauty salon set up for their 
benefit at a far end of the base- 
ment.
